The United States Steel Corporation 


quite unexpectedly announced its decision 
to comply, -without appeal to the courts, 
•with the order of the Federal Trade com- 
'. mission to abolish the Pittsburgh plus sys- 
tem of quoting prices on rolled steel prod- 
ucts. The Steel corporation originally de- 
clared its intention to carry the case to 
'.the supreme court of the United States. 
•Reconsideration of this plan is frankly 
admitted to be due to the fact that pub- 
lic opinion supports the commission's or- 
der. 
Acceptance is made without admit- 


ting the validity of the order or the juris- 
diction of the commission, but this is a 
formality, entered to preserve the corpo- 
ration's interest in the event of a future 
desire to reinstate Pittsburgh plus. 


This change of policy is the second of 


a radical nature which has been forced on • 
the United States Steel corporation within 
the last two years. .The first was the aban- 
donment of the twelve hour work day, 
•which, while not yet completed, is under 
•way and will soon include all branches 
of steel production. In both instances it 
•was public opinion which compelled the 
Eteel interests to act. There was of course 
no legal authority to force the introduc- 
tion of a shorter work day. and the cor- 
poration had as a master of fact vigor- 
ously opposed the reform and argued 
against its soundness, practicability and 
fairness from every point of view. 
Left 


to its own volition it -would not have 
put into effect the eight hour day. "\Yhen 
it did so it was a capitulation to the force 
and pressure of public criticism. 


Sound public policy is usually good 


business policy. Every large business now- 
adays has to seriously consider public 
'good will. This means that it must con- 
duct its affairs in line with enlightened 
social and economic views. "When the con- 
science of the American nation declared 
egainst long working hours, and in favor 
of the eight-hour day it meant that every 
extensive employer of labor would have to 
sooner or later conform to this judgment. 
It took the United States Steel corporation 
a long time to see this, and it did so only 
when the president of the United States 
used his moral influence on the side of 
the eight-hour day. The same is true of 
Pittsburgh plus. 
It is an economically 


indefensible practice, wholly opposed to 
the welfare of the people and to the inter- 
ests of cities where steel is manufactured 
outside of Pittsburgh. It levied a tax of 
;$cores of millions of dollars on mid-west 
farmers and other consumers. For these 
reasons it was wrong, and something that 
was wrong could not continue indefinite- 
ly. All of which goes to show that the 
power of public opinion in this country is 
irresistible, even where it is not trans- 
lated into legislation.

. GOING TO THE SOURCE 


Curbing murder is a problem striking- 


ly similar to curbing the drug traffic. As 
long as pistols are manufactured and sold 
by mail to any one with the pric'e, pistols 
will be used to kill. Local or state regu- 
lations, such as compelling registration, 
and police permits for revolver pixrchase 
and possession, are easily frustrated by 
buying from a mail order house that sells 
concealable firearms. It is a problem in 
interstate commerce and it should be end- 
ed by the proper interstate agency—a 
national law. There is an organized hue 
and cry against this proposal. Quite na- 
turally, for money is to be made in the 
manufacture and sale of murder weapons. 


The quickest way to control anything 


is to abolish its existence. Stop making 
pistols and you stop murder by pistol. 
Stop growing opium, etc., except enough 
for legitimate medical purposes, and you 
stop the drug traffic. 


CONSTITUTION WEEK 


The movement inaugurated by the 


American Bar association, supplemented 
by the several state bar associations for 
the celebration of Constitution Week 
Sept. 17 to 23. is one that should meet 
a hearty response. Frequent recurrence 
to fundamental principles means knowl- 
edge of the constitutional safeguards 
thrown about-the individual for the pro- 
tection of life,1 liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 


The individual is scarcely conscious 


of the protection afforded and the rights 
guaranteed to him by the constitution. 
The constitution is not a mere act of con- 
gress, instead it is the primary expression 
of the sovereign will of the people of the 
United States, the work of the Fathers 
and intended to be in its nature perma- 
nent. It is the cornerstone of the social 
fabric and the work proposed by bringing 
to our minds the purpose, nature, grants 
and limitations of power, by the constitu- 
tion provided, is a most patriotic and loy- 
al work. - Members of the legal profession 
are best qualified to do this work, and 
their willingness to do so is worthy of the 
best traditions of the bar. No body of 
men has ever stood so determinedly for 
individual right and justice against the 
aggressions of tyranical and unjust gov- 
ernments; none better appreciates the 
need for a more universal and compre- 
hensive knowledge of our constitution. 


In these days ignorant criticism of the 


constitution, as well as a malicious pur- 
pose to destroy it and the institutions and 
order founded thereon, challenge the pa- 
triotic and intelligent citizen to its de- 
fense. 
Defense, no less appreciation of 


that great instrument, presupposes some 
intelligent conception of its provisions. 
It is over and about us, sleeping and 
waking, the thing that makes us free 
men, 


that guarantees the inherent rights of life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness, that 
guarantees due process of law to all; yet 
we accept all its manifold blessings as of 
course, seldom thinking of the source, and 
less frequently are we stirred to study and 
know its nature, purpose and workings 
in an ordered society. 


The wreckers are constantly at work to 


destroy. Patriots should do some work 
to preserve. "We hopo to see every agen- 
cy in the city, church, school, lodge and 
profession do something during Constitu- 
tion Week to make the knowledge of the 
constitution more widespread. Knowl- 
edge will beget for it the appreciation it 
merits, and we will come to understand 
the admonition in Proverbs: 
"Kernove

?e«ra3 to work against all our best health inter- 
ests. 
The force of gravity impedes the circula- 


tion and retards tho digestion. In many instances 
much to the Individual's embarrassment and gome- 
times to his undoing. The Inexorable law of grav 
itatlon gets us all sooner or later, even though* we 
strive to evade it by a visit to the crematory and 
a clause directing that the ashes be scattered on 
the winds. 
But let's not be so serious about It. 


That's the worst possible way to cope with tha 
force of gravity. If you take life or yourself too 
seriously gravity will get you before you aro half 
through. It overtakes a lot of good people who are 
quite sophisticated In a general way but child- 
ishly untutored in the way of health. Gravity gets 
in. it sworst blows under cover of dignity which is 
too commonly confused with earnestness. 


Patriotism, exclaimed old Sam Johnson, Is the 


last refuge of a scoundrel—and we might add now 
adays the surest way to control his vote. 
Dignity 


is s'ometlng like that. If you gee what I mean— 
I haven't room here to write the continuity. "If I 
could have my own say." remarked an editor who 
was about to throw me out of his office, "we'd 
make even our obituaries facetious, slangy or hu 
mopous—but our readers resent it. and so you'll 
have to go." His readers always persisted in press- 
ins their symptoms on me and asking for medical 
advice—and because they didn't get it they decided 
I wasn't earnest.

But this belief is based on 
the observations and opinions of students who fall 
ed to take into consideration certain vital factors 
which may have much to do with the question of 
fresh air. namely, the actinic or chemical influence 
of tho ultra violet or Invisible rays of sunlight and 
the possible presence of some unidentified substance 
of the nature ,of a vitamin in fresh or open air 
Equally conjectural is the belief that old age cause: 
hardening of the arteries, or vice versa, We have on 
!y our own opinions about that. And so with the 
wearing of corsets—do the women grow ungainly 
because they wear corsets or do they resort'to cor 
sets because they are ungainly? 


Do we become dignified because we are more 


earnest In our aim In life? Or do we assume the 
sorry ways of divinity because we think we can put 
it over so? 
This is meant to be an uplifting talk, fit to 


read even at the breakfast table, and so I'm not 
going to drag In any morbid conditions which grav- 
ity tends to produce in those who grow too digni- 
fied. All I want to-say now Is that it is my con- 
jecture, though not an established fact, that the 
force of gravity constantly antagonizes health in 
our upright posture and m order to counteract this 
Influence every Individual should cultivate as a 
drJly habit such exercises or maneuvers as will op- 
pose or momentarily reverse the force of gravity.

points, Roger W. Babson announced 
that it was largely due to the action 
of the company in the spring of last 
year in increasing wages 12*4 per 
cent when other woolen companies felt 
there should be wage reductions. He 
claimed that tho 
American Woolen 


company then stood out alone acainst 
wage reductions 
when 
other New 


England mills felt 
that such reduc- 


tions were in the 
interests of wage 


eainers. stockholders, and the pub- 
lic generally. 
"The American Wool- 


en company is now suffering for its 
action at that time," states Mr. Bab- 
son. 
In commenting further on this 


wage situation, he says: 


"During the war 
wages Increases 


very rapidly. In early 1920 they stood 
at \\hat was then the highest point 
in the history 
of industry 
in the 


United States. The panic of 1920 re. 
suited in some wage cutting. In 1922. 
however, wages again began to in- 
crease, until, at the present moment. 
they stand at approximately 10 per 
cent above the peak of 1920 and at 
the highest point, both in dollars and 
in purchasing power, 
ever reached. 


Employes are 
determined to keep 


them where they are or to push them 
even higher. 
Moreover, certain em- 


ployers 
have cooperated 
with the

CHANGE HAS COJIE 


"In the 
years 
since 1914 great 


changes have come over the industri- 
al situation. The producing power of 
the country 
has tremendously in- 


creased. 
In every 
manufacturing 


town great new factories stand as 
monuments of the zeal of wartime. 
while other pre-war factories are idle 
and are placarded with 'for sale' signs. 
It will take years for the consuming 
power of the 
country, 
through do- 


mestic and foreign trade, to catch 
up with this development. This fea- 
ture is against the wage ambitions of 
the employes. On the other hand. 
during and since the war we have 
entered unon a plan to limit and regu- 
late immigration. Not only do tve 
select who shall come, but the total 
admissabie is but a fraction of what 
we admitted before 
the war. 
This 


change plays into the hands of em- 
ployes. So the battle goes on between 
those who want wages kept up. on the 
one hand, and those who could reduce 
them on the other. 


"Wage rates are what an employer 


agrees to pay his employes, and it is 
over wage rates that employers and 
employees fight. Earnings—what the 
employe gets in his pay envelope.— 
are the result of multiplying wage 
iates by hours worked or by product 


i turned out. In a year's time this 
product constitutes the yearly income 
of the worker and determines whether 
he can afford to buy an automobile. 
Real wages are what the employe can 
Imy with his farmings. 
Real wages 


are much talked about by academic 
people, uplifters and the like: but they 
cio not cut much figure in wage con- 
tests. Xo industry can pay real wages 
unless it is making money enough so 
that it does not have to cut corners. 
Wage rates are what employes are In- 
lerested In first of all, then they ai- 
interested in what is earned under 
the rates. It is of no great Import- 
! ante to have wagp rates high if earn- 
ings are low. 


"In the past two years a new ten- 


dency has appeared in Industrv. Our 
records show that In that time 150 
have reduced wages from the peak of 
1923.

duced in 37 textile mills. In 24 shoe 
shops. In 14 Iron and steel mills. In 12

"Now 
what makes earnings go up 


or down is work. What makes work 
is orders. 
What produces orders is 


ability to sell, and ability to sell de- 
pends upon price. 
This last was 


never truer than it Is today. What 
is the position of the textile, man who 
has raised or held up wages as a seller 
of goods compared with the 37 textile 
mills that have cut wages? What is 
the position of the shoemaker who has 
not reduced wages going to be as a 
seller of shoes in competition with the 
24 shoe shops that have cut wages? 


"Put in another way. that question 


means: How much are the employees 
of these textile mills and those slice 
shops going to earn during the next 
12 months compared with the total 
earnings during the same period of the 
people who work in the mills and 
shops that have cut wages? 
And 


what is going to be tho result when 
the salesman of 
the"se high 
wage 


plants report to their boss that they 
cannot get orders because the low 
wage shops are selling for less money 
than they can offer goods for? Every 
low wage shop in any industry is an 
argument for lower wages in the other 
shops in that industry, because prices 
are the determining argument in get- 
ting orders. Orders determine to what 
extent the factory is to operate. Em- 
ployes who have these wage rates arc 
going to be at work, when orders, wltn 
higher wa^e rates are going to be 
working part time or not at all. It is 
the factory that can sell at a low 
price that will get the business dur- 
ing the coming months, and it is the 
employees of such factories that win 
have the largest earnings during the 
year even though their, wage scales 
are lower. 


"It Is considerations 
of this sort 


that have influenced 
my 
thinking 


about wages." concluded Mr. Babson. 
"I am as sorry as anyone to see wages 
go down. I know, however, it is not 
wages that. In the last analysis, in- 
terest the wage earner. It Is earning--. 
With our Immense producing capacity^ 
the sooner we get into line to sell 
goods at lower prices, 
the. 
better 


for the workers. Wages may not go 
down much in the next few months. 
In the long run. they are bound to. 
Xo matter what happens to wages, 
the advantage now all lies with, the 
factories and communities -which _are 
enjoying lower costs. The process is 
inevitable. The farmers have had their 
medicine in the way of deflation. Most 
business men have had theirs. It Is 
simply impossible that the working 
man, alone out of our entire working 
population, should hang on to.his peak 
wage rates1 and at the same time have 
work. The fact that he Is trying to 
do this largely accounts for the pres- 
ent stagnation In Industry and largely 
explains why the Babsonchart con- 
tinue^ to register 12 per cent below 
normal.

While city re- 
quirements are still sizable, they have 
shown some recent decline. Some rail- 
road business is being booked, but 
most of this apparently is being held 
in abeyance until after the presidental 
election. The foreign markets are in 
good shape and promising.
